Season” this normally well-informed journal 
scribes at some length its anonymous writer’s opinion that 
rougher attitude has developed in the sports of Rugby Union, 
igby Leagué and Australian Rules, and that “in modern foot- 
awl the ball tends to become a minor consideration,” with 
ayers and spectators becoming far more aggressive to each

With ‘such a heavy pevalty likely to be incurred the 
responsibility for safeguarding a referee’s person and 
property now lies squarely with club officials.
